It would seem 
good business to switch now to 
Saunders or Thatcher, unless it was 
going to be fed on the farm.

WIRE WORM CONTROL 

The chemical BHC provides an 
effective, simple and inexpensive 
way of controlling wireworms, ac- 
cording to Dr. H. McDonald of the 
dominion laboratory of entomology 
at Saskatoon.

No Interim 
Payment 


There will be no interim Wheat 
Board payment this spring on de- 
liveries from the 1953 wheat crop, 
according to a statement made by 
Rt. Hon. C. D. Howe, minister of 
trade and commerce in the House 
of Commons recently. The minis- 
ter said that the Wheat Board had 
not made any sales of wheat on the 
last crop. Evidently, the sales that 
had been made in the past six 
months were from the carryover 
which totalled 363 million bushels 
on August Ist laet. 

In recent years farmers received 
an initial payment on the basis of 
$1.40 for No. 1 northern at the ter- 
minal at the time their wheat was 
delivered in the early part of the 
crop year. An interim of 20 cents 
was then made during the ensuing 
late winter or early spring. Farm- 
ers relied on this interim payment 
for spring financing. The only 
payment which will now be paid is 


the final accounting on deliveries 
during the 1952-53 crop year.

Today is the Seventeenth of 
Ireland, St. Patrick's Day. It is an 
opportunity to ponder on the way 
of the Irish, and glance briefly at 
the Emerald Isle idea of selecting a 
patron saint 

Patrick himself was born, vrob- 
ably south of the Clyde, in Scot- 
land, and was carried off by the 
Irish into slavery when a youth of 
He escaped, received re- 
ligious training in France, and felt 
himself called of God to return to 
Ireland and went to the people 
among whom he had once served 
as a slave. 

Patrick himself was not a schol- 
arly man, but the monasteries he 
founded were centres of learning 
and devotion. His self-denying 
labors for these people won for him 
the honors of a patron saint, though 
that victory was not a speedy nor 
an easy one. It was through him 
that Ireland was linked up with 
Rome and the Christian countries 
of the western churrh. 


Sixtet 


This introduction of Christianity, 
centred in Rome, took place at the 
very time that the Roman legions 
were being withdrawn from Brit- 
ain for the defence of Italy and 
Rome itself. The isolated position | 
{ Ireland and the existence of| 
vigorous tribal organizations gave | 
a distinct sense of separation, and 
Ireland to this day is a country with 
a highly developed sense of isola- 
tionism, but politically and re- 
ligiously. Here the lines of divi- 
sion are very sharply drawn 

One must understand the causes 
of divisions before one can proceed 
in any way towards unification. 
Church union in this country was 
made easier because the land is a 
new one, without the long historical 
perspective. Our roots, historically, 
go back only to the middle of the 
nineteenth century in this province. 
We gaze upon scenes and upon 
places that have no suggestion of 
any connection with wars, bitter- 
ness and division that have con- 
tinued through the centuries
